TOieat  acreage  in  1931  in  the  42  countries  reported  so  far  was 
237,346,000  acres  Qf  95,6  per  cent  of  the  acreage  in  those  same  countries 
a  year  earlier.     The  production  of  wheat  in  the  41  countries  for  which 
estimates  are  available  totals  3,553,133,000  bushels  compared  with 
3,659,206,000  bushels  in  1930,  a  reduction  of  about  3  per  cent.  No 
additions  or  revisions  in  wheat  acreage  or  production  were  received  during 
the  week.

Rye  acreage  in  the  28  reporting  countries  totals  46,323,000  acres 
as  compared  to  48,976,000  acres  in  1930.     The  1931  production  of  rye  in 
26  countries  so  far  reported  amounts  to  812,850,000  bushels,  about  82 
per  cent    of  the  amount  produced  in  those  same  countries  the  previous  sea- 
son.

Winter  sowings 

Indications  are  for  a  slightly ■ smaller  winter  wheat  acreage  In 
the  11  countries  for  which  estimates  are  available,  largely  as  a  result 
of  the  marked  decline  In  the  United  States  fall  wheat  sowings.    The  first 
estimate  of  wheat  acreage  in  India,  is  placed  at  32,437,000  acres  com- 
pared with  the  revised  figure  of  30,369,000  acres  for  last  year  on  the 
corresponding  date  and  a  final  reported  acreage  of  32,181,000  acres.  The 
second  acreage  estimate  for  India  Is  usually  made  about  the  middle  of 
March  and  the  t  hi  3rd  acreage  and  first  production  estimate  around  the  middle 
of  April.

Crop  conditions 

Europe  . 

Colder  weather  in  most  regions  of  France  checked  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  winter  wheat  crop,  according  to  information  received  at  the  end  of 
January.    Conditions  in  It ply  were  reported  favorable.    Fall  sown  crops 
are  said  to  be  doing  well  in  Germany,  with  colder  weather  following  the 
recently  mild  period.    The  weather  in  Spain  was  changeable  but  crops 
appeared  in  a  favorable  condition,  according  to  trade  reports.    The  weather 
was  rise  reported  favorable  to  growing  crops  in  England.    Hungary  reports 
snow  cover  as  inadequate. 

Russia 

Damage  to  winter  crops  in  the  U.S.S.R.  is  feared  as  a  result  of 
the  rainy,  thawing  weather  in  January  which  caused  the  snow  cover  formed 
over  a  large  area  in  mid-December  to  disappear,  states  an  article  in 
"Socialist  Agriculture"  of  January  11,  1932.     South  of  the  line  Kursh- 
Veronegh— Saratqn,  which  includes  most  of  the  Jjassian  winter  wheat  belt, 
the  snow  cover  did  not  reach  6  inches,   the  report  continues.     Little  snow 
is  also  reported  in  the  Trans-Volga  and  Ural  regions.    A  message  from  the 
Commissar  of  Agriculture  of  R.S.F.S.R.  (Russia.  Proper)  calling  the  pro- 
vincial authorities'  attention  to  the  danger  to  winter  crops  from  the  thaw- 
ing weather  and  formation  of  en  ice  crust  on  the  fields  is  also  published 
in  the  same  issue  of  "Socialist  Agriculture"  referred  to  above. 

Russian  grain  procurings  lag 

Procurings  of  grain  in  the  U.S.S.R.  up  to  January  20  in  per  cent 
of  the  yearly  plan  were:  Central  Black  Soil  region,  96;  Ukraine,  83; 
Wheat  (Ukraine)  75;  according  to  a  cable  on  January  28  from  Agricultural 
Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    January  procurings  in  the  important  Ukraine 
region  to  the  20th  of  the  month  were  reported  at  only  21  per  cent  of  the 
monthly  plan  for  all  grains  and  10  per  cent  for  wheat  alone.    Storing  dif- 
ficulties were  reported  in  Ukraine,  Ebrth  Caucasus,  lower  Volga  and 
western  Siberia.

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European  market  conditions 

Continental  import  markets  continued  moderately  active  during  the 
latter  part  of  January,   states  Mr.  Steere.     Holland  reported  a  fair 
business  in  Argentine  Plate  and  spot  Russian  wheats.    Belgium  showed  an 
easier  tendency,  but  reported  good  business  in  Hard  Winter,  Banubian 
and  Plate  wheats.     The  firmness  of  the  domestic  market  in  France  continued 
and  country  offerings  were  said  to  be  sufficient  for  the  small  demand. 
The  new  Italian  milling  quota  became  effective  February  1.      (See  "Foreign 
Crops  and  Markets"  January  25  and  February  1.)     Cash  wheat  there  declined 
somewhat.     The  domestic  market  of  Czechoslovakia  was  dull  but  import  busi- 
ness was  slightly  improved.    The  Austria  market  was  less  active  than  the 
previous  week.    Domestic  wheat  prices  in  -  G-ermany  advanced  during  the  week. 
The  rye  market  was  reported  influenced  by  the  government  sales  regulation. 
Farmers  were  said  to  not  be  offering  supplies  and  that  the  government  has 
been  selling  rye  to  prevent  an  advance  in  bread  prices.     The  spot  price  of 
domestic  wher't  at  Berlin  on  January  27  was  $1.50  per  bushel  compared  with 
$1.46  a  week  earlier.    Rye  prices  were  $1.18  and  $1.19  respectively. 

Wheat  prices 

Futures  prices  at  the  principal  world  markets  were  unchanged  to 
slightly  higher  on  Jan*  30  compared  to  the  week  earlier .    May  futures 
at  Chicago  closed  at  59  cents  per  bushel  on  that  date,  an  advance  of 
1  cent  while  at  Kansas  City,  May  futures  closed  at  50  cents;  at  Minneapolis 
May  futures  advanced  one  cent  during  the  week,  closing  at  69  cents  on 
Jan.  30;  Winnipeg  May  futures  also  advanced  1  cent  closing  at  54  cents 
while  at  Liverpool  May  futures  at  55  cents  was  the  same  as  the  close  a 
week  earlier.    At  Buenos  Aires  March  futures  continued  unchanged  at  42 
cents  per  bushel.     The  spread  between  Chicago  and  Liverpool  was  about 
four" cents,  Chicago  being  above  Liverpool  on  January  30. 

Cash  prices  at  the  principal  United  States  markets  declined  dur- 
ing the  week  ended  January  29.    Mfo.  2  Hard  Winter  at  Kansas  City  aver- 
aged 51  cents  for  the  week  ended  January  29  as  compared  with  54  cents 
for  the  previous  week.    ITo.  1  Dark  ITorthern  Spring  at  Minneapolis  de- 
clined from  79  to  77  cents  during  the  week.    ITo.  2  Amber  Durum  at 
Minneapolis  declined  from  90  to  85  cents  during  the  week.    ITo.  2  Red 
Winter  at  St.  Louis  averaged  56  cents  during  the  week  ended  January 
29  which  was  two  cents  under  the  average  for  the  previous  week.  Western 
White  at  Seattle  averaged  67  cents  per  bushel  for  the  week  ended  January 
22  a.s  compared  with  64  cents  for  the  previous  week.    AH  classes  and 
grades  at  six  markets  declined  from  63  cents  to  61  cents  per  bushel  dur- 
ing the  week. 
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"  FEED  GRAINS 
Corn 

The  1931  corn  production  in  23  countries  reported  to  date  totals 
3,413,187,000  bushels,   compared  with  last  year's  short  crop  of  2,867,539,000 
and  the  1929  crop  of  3,422,433,000  "bushels  in  the  same  countries.    See  corn 
production  table,  page  121. 

Though  exports  of  corn  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  since 
November  1  are  still  more  than  half  again  as  large  as  during  the  same  period 
a  year  ago,  Argentine  shipments  which  have  accounted  for  most  of  the  in- 
crease are  falling  off  somewhat.     During  the  week  ended  January  23,  Argen- 
tine exports  fell  to  3,800,000  bushels,  one  of  the  smallest  weekly  shipments 
since  the  beginning  of  April  and  during  the  week  of  the. 30th  they  were  only 
around  4,100,000  bushels.    Tables  showing  current  trade  movement  and  prices 
are  given  on  pages  122  and  123.        . :.  , 

South  African  corn  situation 

Considerable  plantings  of  corn  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  were 
made  after  the  abundant  rains  which  fell  during  November,  according  to 
information  received  from  Agricultural  Attache  Taylor  at  Pretoria.  Since 
that  time  the  weather  has  been  hot  and  dry,  which  condition  has  been 
rather  favorable  for  the  germination  and  starting  of  the  crop.    Rain,  how- 
ever, was  reported  urgently .needed,  especially  in  the  Natal  district 
around  the  middle  of.  December.     Some  locust  damage,  particularly  in  the 
more  northern,  sparsely  settled    .nrea.s  of  South-Test  Africa,  and  Bechuanaland, 
Is  anticipated,  and  the  government  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa  is  reported 
supplying  technical  assistance  to  the  northern  adjoining  countries  to 
prevent  if  possible  the  invasion  of  locusts  into  the  Union. 

Corn  is  usually  planted  in  the  corn  belt  of  the  Tra.nsva.al  and 
Orange  Free .State  after  the  first  good  rains  have  fallen  in  the  spring 
(November).    These  2  States  account  for  most  of  the  Union's  corn  production. 
At  Pretoria  in  the  Transvaal  there  is  seldom  any  rain  of  consequence  between 
the  months  of  April  and  September,  :says  Mr.  Taylor.    Corn  is  generally 
matured  and  ready  for  harvest  in  April  in  these  districts.    The  yield  is 
largely  determined  by  rainfall  at  the  critical  periods,  which  appear  to 
be  the  two  weeks  before  planting  and  the  period  of  active  growth  inter- 
vening until  the  corn  silks.,  Mr.  Taylor  adds.    Heavy  precipitation  except 
in  germination  and.  maturing  periods  appears  generally  conducive  to  high 
yields . 
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Sarley 

The  1332  spring  sowing  plan  for  "barley  in  Russia  is  reported  at 
17,304,000  acres |  which  is  an  increase  of  4  ner  cent  over  the  revised 
figure  for  last  year  "but  practically  the  same  as  the  plan  reported  in 
April  a  year  ago.    Spring  barley  sowings  in  the  U.S.S.R.  in  1931  fell 
about  9  ner  cent  below  the  early  spring  plan.    The  lr"l  "barley  produc- 
tion in  33  countries  reported  totals  1,213,061,000  bushels  as  compared 
with  over  1,400,000,000  bushels  for  each  of  the  3  previous  years  in  the 
same  countries.

Exports  of  barley  from  then  principal  exporting  countries  since 
•July  1  continue  markedly  below  the  shipments  during  the  corresponding 
part  of  the  preceding  season.    United  States  exports  during  the  week 
ended  January  23  continued  small*  .Thile  prices  declined  slightly.  See 
tables  showing  barley  trade  and  prices,  pages  122  and  123. 

Oats 

The  1932  plan  for  spring  sowings  of  oats  in  Russia  is  44,972,000 
acres,  an  increase  of  9  per  cent  over  the  revised  figure  for  last  year 
but  oiuy  slightly  more  than  the  area  for  oats  planned  last  spring. 
Spring  sowings  last  year  were  reported  nearly  95  per  cent  of  the  plan 
published  in  April.    The  1931  oats  production  in  the  33  countries  re- 
ported totals  3,222,463,000  bushels  as  against  3,461,878,000  and 
3,499, 272,000  bushels  in  the  same  countries  during  the  previous  2  years.

Exports  of  oats  from  the  leading  exporting  countries  since  July 
1  continue  around  about  20  per  cent  above  the  shipments  during  the  sane 
period  of  the  preceding  season.    United  States  oats  exports  remained 
very  small  during  the  week  ended  January  23,  while  prices  remained  at 
Shout  the  level  of  the  preceding  six  weeks.     Seo  tables  showing  oats 
trade  and  prices,  prges  122  and  123.

Though  a  fairly  goor1  demand  for  raw  cotton  continued  at  Liverpool 
during  the  last  week  of  January,  trading  was  reported  less  active  than 
previously,  partly  due  to  an  impending  strike  and  partly  to  the  awaiting 
of  domestic  end  foreign  political  developments.    Prices  on  January  29 
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jr .    Amer  i can ' mi ddling 
was  quoted  at  7.93  cents  per  pound  on  Friday  of  each  week  on  the  "basis 
of  current  exchange  and  Oomra  yl  fine  at  7.82  cents  or  10  points  higher 
on  January  29  than  a  week  earlier.     See  price  table,  page  127.     Spot  demand 
at  Manchester  was  fair  with  low  grades  of  all  staples  mostly  in  demand. 
Yarn  and  cloth  inquiry  was  improved,  however,  with  some  further  buying 
for  India.    At  Havre  the  large  buying  orders  were  said  to  be  partly  in- 
vestments and  partly  the  refilling  of  exhausted  stocks.    Many  former 
consumers  of  American  cottons  were  reported  buying  Egyptian  stock  while 
usual  buyers  of  Indian  cotton  were  shifting  to  American  as  a  result  of 
present  parities.     Demand  on  the  Bremen,  market  was  moderate  especially 
for  middling  cotton. 

•Japan  retains  interest  in  Americ?n  cotton 

The  December  1931  trend  of  raw  cotton  prices  in  Japan  continued 
to  favor  the  American  product,  according  to  cabled  advice  of  January  28 
from  Consul  Donovan  at  Kobe.    Prices  of  both  American  and  Indian  cotton 
advanced  during  December,  with  the  per  cent  increase  greater  for  Indian 
than  American.    From  August  1  to  January  15,  1931-32  shipments  of 
American  cotton  to  Japan  reached  1,097,000  bales  against  552,000  bales 
for  the  like  period  of  the  preceding  cotton  year,  the  Consul  states, 
fie  reports  a  general  opinion  among  importers  that  Japan  may  purchase 
1,500,000  bales  of  American  cotton  daring  the  current  year,  or  more  if 
the  price  situation  continues  favorable.     Shipments  of  Indian  cotton  to 
Japan  from  September  1  to  J,arua,ry  16,  1931-32  reached  191,000  bales 
against  501,000  bales  a.  year  earlier. 

December  imports  of  American  cotton  into  Japan  amounted  to 
252,510  bales  against  96,000  bales  in  December  1930.     Imports  from 
India  for  December  are  placed  at  54,250  bales  against  64,000  bales  a 
year  earlier.    December  aalcs  to  Japanese  mills  of  American  new  crop 
cotton  are  reported  at  800,000  to  900,000  bales  and.  of  Indian  about 
100,000  bales  against  500,000  to  600,000  bales  of  both  combined  in  a 
normal  seacoij.    Mills,  however,  "ere  not  buying  as  freely  during  the 
third  week  in  January  as  earlier  i:..  the  month  and  in  late  December. 
Visible  stocks  of  raw  cotton  in  all  Japan  on  January  1,  1932  stood  at 
222,712  bales,  of  which  American  was  186,084  bales.    Figures  for  the 
same  date  of  1331  were  142,000  and  104,000  bales  respectively. 

The  domestic  Jaoanese  demand  was  active  daring  December  for 
yarn  and  piece  goods,  but  foreign  demand  was  poor.    Siece  the  suspension 
of  the  gold,  standard  by  Japan,  the  Consul  states,  speculation  in  yarn 
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and  piece  goods' has  forced  up  prices  out  of  proportion  to  the  fall  in 
the  value  of  the  yen,  with  tke  result  that  importers  rave  "been  placed 
in  a  difficult  position.    Yarn  production  increased  slightly  during 
December.    Erports  of  piece  goods  fell  off  considerably  during  December. 
The  Chinese  boycott  and  civil  disturbances  in  India  ore  reported  by  the 
Consul  as  largely  responsible  for  the  smaller  export s ,  but  high  -orices 
also  ^ere  a  contributing  factor. 

Larger  cotton  crop  indicated  for  Brazil 

The  official  estimate  of  the  1931-32  cotton  production  in  northern 
Brazil  stands  at  437,000  bales  of  478  pounds  net  compared  with  387,000 
bales  last  year,  according  to  cabled  advices  received  from  Consul  Julian 
L.  pinkerton  at  Rioede  Janeiro.     Trade  estimates  place  the  production  in 
southern  Brazil  at  113, 00f  bales,  which  would  indicate  a  total  for  all 
Brazil  of  550,000  bales,  compared  with  45S.000  bales  for  1930-31,  the 
latter  crop  being  materially  reduced  by  drought.    The  trade  estimates 
for  the  northern  Brazil  croc  this  year  are  considerably  lower  than  the 
official  estimates,  according  to  the  Consul.

Margins  of  domestic  over  foreign  butter  prices  were  further  narrcwed 
during  the  week  ended  January  23  by  slight  advances  in  important  European 
markets  and  by  continued  marked  decline  in  domestic  prices.     V?hile  Hew  York, 
92  score,  declined  from  23.5  cents  to  22. C  cents,  Copenhagen  advanced  from 
the  equivalent  of  16.4  cents  to  15.9  cents  a  pound  and  Hew  Zealand  in 
London  from  the  equivalent  of  14.3  cents  to  15.6  rents.    The  margin  between 
Now  York  and  Copenhagen  Lad  thus  narrcwed  to  3.1  cents  and  between  92  score 
in  Hew  York  and  How  Zealand  salted,  in  London  to  6.4  cents  as  of  January  28.

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FRUIT,  VEGETABLES  MB  2TUTS 

European  apple  markets 

Inquiry  was  active  for  high  grade  "barreled  stock  on  the  Liverpool 
apple  acution  Wednesday,  January  27,  according  to  a  cable  from  Fred  A. 
Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture.     Some  "barreled  lots  made  higher  prices  than  for  the  pre- 
ceding week  and  some  lower,  depending  mainly  on  whether  the  fruit  was 
scalded  or  not.    Mr.  Motz  reports  that  the  presence  of  scald  among  barreled 
apples  is  shaking  the  confidence  of  the  trade  in  the  "barreled  line.  Sup- 
plies of  "barreled  apples  were  moderate  and  supplies  afloat  for  Liverpool 
are  moderate.    Boxed  apples  made  good  prices  for  this  season.  Hewtowns, 
in  particular,  were  the  subject  of  much  interest  on  the  part  of  buyers  and 
sold  at  good  prices.     The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good.     Supplies  of 
boxes  at  the  auction  were  moderate.    Boxed  supplies  afloat  for  Liverpool 
are  also  moderate. 

Demand  was  p.ctivc  for  high  grade  barreled  stock  at  London  but, 
"because  of  scald  damage  among  many  of  the  offerings  of  barreled  apples, 
prices  on  the  whole  were  somewhat  lower  than  last  week.     Supplies  of 
barreled  apples  were  moderate.    Boxed  Winesaps  made  about  the  same  prices 
as  last  week  but  ITewtowns  sold  at  higher  prices.     Inquiry  for  boxes  was 
good,  particularly  so  for  ITewtowns.     Supplies  were  moderate.  Condition 
of  the  fruit  was  good. 

Barreled  Virginia  Winesaps  sold  at  lower  prices  on  the  Copenhagen 
auction  Wednesday,  January  27,  than  a  week  earlier,  Mr.  Motz  reports. 
Boxed  Winesaps  made  about  the  same  prices  as  last  week.    Oregon  Newtowns 
met  with  an  active  inquiry  at  the  auction,  wl  ">reas  the  balance  of  the 
offerings  moved  slowly,    prices  were  below  those  ruling  at  Hamburg  for 
the  some  varieties.     Conversions  were  mo.de  at  19  cents  to  the  krone  both 
this  week  and  last  week,  compared  with  par,  or  2S.3  cents  at  this  time 
last  year.     Inquiry  was  fairly  good  for  the  light  barroled  offerings  at 
the  Hamburg  auction  Thursday,  January  28,  although  some  decline  over  last 
week^s  prices  occurred  in  the  case  of  Virginia  Winesaps.    Offerings  con- 
sisted of  5,500  barrels  and  55,0n0  boxes  compared  with  1,800  barrels, 
2,400  baskets  and  59,000  boxes  last  week  and  8,600  barrels,  2,100  baskets 
and  75,300  boxes  at  this  time  last  year.     Of  the  boxed  apples,  Jonathans 
made  better  prices  than  last  week,  Ortleys,  Winesaps  erf  Romcs  about  the 
sane  prices  and  Spitzcnburgs  and  Winter  Bananas  slightly  lower  prices. 
The  market  wo.s  slow  especially  for  Winesaps.     Supplies  of  the  vo-rious 
boxed  varieties  offered  were  moderate.     The  condition  of  the  fruit  was 
good.     Conversions  were  made  at  par,  or  23.8  cents,  to  the  mark.  See 
Foreign  Service  releases  F.S./A-404  and  405,  January  29,  1932. 
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British  •prune  markets  continue  actlvo 

A  gQ<">d  business  in  spot  so.lcs  of  prunes  continued  at  London  up 
to  Fobrunry  1,  acc  ^rding  to  cabled  advices  of  that  dote  fror.i  Fruit 
Specialist  Ilotz.     Sales  included  all  avail  able  sizes  tit  recent  firm 
BVotati  ris.    Oregon  primes  continue  to  find  a  rc-dy  Sale  but  stacks  on  • 
hand  arc  not  large.  '  Values  for  forward  shipments,  however,  acre  slightly 
easier,  trith  a  fair  business  reported  for  medium,  sizes.    At  Liverpool 
also  the  spot  market  has  been  very  firm,  with  "buyers  operating  more 
freely.    Stocks  are  light,  especially  in  smaller  sizes.    Forward  contracts 
were  steady  at  unchanged  rates. 

More  frost  in  Honicaii  vegetable  areas 

Tomatoes'  and  other  Mexican  West  Coast  fresh  vegetables  were 
damaged  "f  rut  her  by  heavy  frost  during  the  few  nights  preceding  January 
30,  according  to  a  "."'ire  of  that  date  from  Consul  Yost  at  Hogales.  The 
damage  covered  all  but  the  extreme  southern  end  of  the  "Test  Coast,  vegeta- 
ble belt.     The  fros1:  is  considered  by  growers  to  "be  the  heaviest  in  the 
history  of  the  industry.    Prominent  interests  estimate  the  tomato  loss 
at  between  50  and  7C  per  cent,  with  reppers  and  peas  nearly  all  ruined. 

The  "Tsingtoo  -peanut  market  during  December 

The  Tsingtao  peanut  market  during  December  remained  active  and 
total  shipments,  amounting  to  45,212,000  pounds  of  shelled  nuts, 
4,354,000  pounds  of  unshelled ' and  7,682,000  pounds  of  oil,  were  slightly  : 
above  the  preceding  month.    Exports  of  peanut  oil  were  more  than  twice 
those  of  the  preceding  month.    The  principal  interest  remained  with 
Canton.    The  shipments  to  Europe  which  amounted  to  6,003,000  pounds  of 
shelled  nuts,  1,725,000  pounds  of  unshelled  and  847,000  pounds  of  oil, 
represented  shipments  on  contracts  places  several  months  ago.  Shipments 
to  the  United  States  and  Canada  were  negligible. 

Lack  of  interest  from  abroad  resulted  in  a  considerable  decrease 
in  local  prices  on  both  peanuts  and  oil.    Nominal  prices  c.  &  F.  Pacific 
coast  ports  per  100  pounds,  at  the  end  of  December,  were  as  follows: 
shelled  20/32'$  £2.45;  38/40' s,  $2.35;  unshelled  12/l3's,  $2.40;  13/l4's 
$2.20.    There  were  practically  no  forward  comr-.itr.onts  for  cither  nuts  or 
oil  at  the  end  of  December  as  all  old  contracts  with  Europe  had  been  met. 
How  business  with  that  market  is  reported  as  unlikely,  owing  to  contra- 
dictory ideas  with  respect  to  orices.     There  is  likewise  no  hope  for  any 
considerable  volume  of  business  with  the  United  States  or  Canada. 
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LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AITD  TOOL 
South  American  wool  exports  reduced 

Combined  exports  of  wool  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay  stood  at 
98,220  bales  for  the  period  October  1  -  December  31,  1931  against 
101,592  bales  for  the  corresponding' 1930  period,  according  to  Assistant 
Agricultural  Commissioner  C.  L.  Luedtke  at  Buenos  Aires.     The  smaller 
movement  occurred  in  figures  for  Uruguay;, ■  the  1931  amount,  being  16*6 
per  cent  raider  that  of  1930.     The  movement  from  Argentina,  for  the  1931 
period  was  3  per  cent  larger  than  in  1930,  but  exports  in  December 
1931  were  smaller  than  in  December  1930.     So  far  this  season,  exports 
from  Argentina  have  accounted  for  09.4  per  cent  of  the  total  movement 
from  both  countries  against  64.7  per  cent  last  season.     The  United 
States,  France  and  Japan  have  taken  substantially  less  Argentine  wool 
this  season  than  last.     Germany  and  England  have  taken  more.     Of  the 
users  of  Uruguayan  wool,  England,  Belgium  and  Japan  have  taken  more 
this  season  than  last,  with  other  buyers  taking  substantially  less.

London  wool  stocks  reduced 

About  62,000  bales  of  wool  were  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  current 
series  of  London  wool  sales  on  February  2,  of  which  53,000  bales  had  not 
been  offered,  according  to  a  cable  from  Meat  and  Tools • Specialist  H.E.Reed 
at  London.     That  carryover  compares  with  77,000  bales  on  hand  on  January 
12  from  the  series  ended  on  that  date.    Brokers  estimate  that  of  the 
128,393  bales  cataloged  for  the  sale  just  closed,  115,500  bales  were  sold, 
of  which  65,500  bales  were  taken  by  England,  50,000  by  continental  countries 
and  1,000  bales  by  the  United  St  vte.s.  : 


COTTON  MOVSCEZTT  RAISES  UNITED  STATES  EXPORT  VOLUME 

Due  to  an  increased  oriental  business  in  American  cotton,  the 
December  index  of  United  States  agricultural  exports  as  based  on  44  of 
the  principal  farm  products  amounted  to  145,  the  highest  monthly  index 
during  the  last  two  years.     For  all  commodities  except  cotton,  the  in- 
dex was  106  or  only  one  point  above  the  previous  minimum  for  December. 

The  imorovoment  in  exports  of  cotton  was  the  outstanding  feature, 
of  the  month,  the  index  amounting  to  171,  the  highest  monthly  index 
since  November  1929,  and  the  highest  December  index  since  1926.  Jitli 
the  exception  of  France,  exports  to  European  countries  were  above  those 
for  December,  1930,  but  the  largest  gain  was  in  the  volume  sent  to  the 
Orient.    Japan  continued  to  be  the  principal  outlet  for  United  States 
cotton,  total  exports  both  for  the  month  and  the  six  months  ended 
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December  31  being  double  those  for  the  corresponding  period  a  year  ago 
and  exceeding  the  exports  to  either  Germany  or  the  United  Kingdom. 
China  also  purchased  a  larger  volume ,  total  exports  for  the  six  months 
July- December  1951,  amounting  to  672,000  bales  and  exceeding. exports 
to  the  United  Kingdom  by  61,000  bales.    During  the  3ix  months  ended 
December  1931,  exports  to  China  and  Japan  together  amounted  to  1,718,000 
bales  or  40  per  cent  of  our  total  exports.    '"'  - 

Less  wheat  and  flour  were  taken  by  foreign  countries  than  during 
the  two  preceding  months,  but  exports  were  considerably  above  those- for 
December  a  year -ago.    During  the  six  months  ended  December' 51,  China- was 
the  heaviest  purchaser,  taking  15,329,000  bushels  or' 19  per' cent'  of-  the-  ■ 
total  exports.    Exports  of  f ruit  showed  more  than  usual'  seasonal  decline, 
which  reduced  the  December  index  to  298,  making  it  with  one  exception 
the  lowest  December  index  since  1924.  ' " 

foreign  demand  for  cured  pork  was  especially  weak,  the  index  of 
the  export  volume  for  December  amounting  to  21,  which  was  the  lowest 
monthly  index  on  record.    However,  the  index  for  lard  was  166,'  the 
highest  since  February  1931  -and  above  that  for  December  of  last  year. 
Tobacco  exports  also  fell  off,  recording  the  lowest  December  index  since 
1927  but  the  second  highest  monthly  index  for  the. year.    For  the  six 
months  ended  December  31,  total  exports  of  leaf  tobacco  reached  244,500,000 
pounds  as  compared  with  306,618,000  pounds  during. the  corresponding  period 
of  1950  or  a  decrease  of  20  per  cent.
